sell and convey the same at pleasure. They may have a
common seal, which they may break, alter or renew at plea-
sure ; they may sue and be sued, plead and be impleadcd,
defend and be defended, in all manner of actions in all Courts
of law and equity ; and when any suit shall be commenced
against said corporation, the first process shall be served by
an attested copy thereof, left with the Recorder, or at his
usual place of residence, at least six days previous to the
return day of such process.
